GLOXINIA 


TUBEROUS BEGONIAS 


This lovely type of Begonia with its large and exquisite blooms is becoming 
more popular each year. It grows and blooms in shady places, under trees, 
in beds, in porch boxes, or tubs, in places where other flowers will not 
thrive. For a long blooming season start the tubers indoors not later than 
March. They will be ready to set out in beds, porch boxes, hanging baskets, 
or tubs as soon as the danger of frost is over and will bloom continually 
until the tops freeze down in the fall. Instructions for planting and care, 
and for winter storing will be enclosed with your order. Place order early 
before colors or types are sold out. 


DOUBLE CAMELLIA—This is the most popular type, having large double 
flowers resembling a camellia or rose. Colors are white, pink, rose, yellow, 
blush, apricot, orange, dark red, scarlet, salmon, flame, American Beauty. 


DOUBLE PICOTEH—-Fiowers of the same beautiful form as the camellia 
type but the color is two-toned, the center light, the picotee edge pink, 
salmon, or red. ~ « 


\ARNATION TYPE (Fimbriata)—Full double type with each petal fringed. 
Colors: White. pink, rose, yellow, scarlet and salmon. 


SINGLE FRILLED—Having four large petals beautifully ruffled or frilled.

DOUBLE ROSEBUD—Exquisite flowers resembling perfect rosebuds, with 
beautiful two-tone pastel shade coloring. 


CRESTED TYPE (Cristata)—A beautiful show type, the plants being cov- 
ered with masses of flowers having a crested formation on each petal. 


MARMORATA—Double camellia flowered begonias beautifully mottled 
red and white. 


MULTIFLORA—An extremely free-bliooming variety. Many bright colors, 
in mixture. 

HANGING BASKET TYPE—A very attractive type having double flowers 
similar to the Camellia type but smaller. They should be planted in window 
boxes, hanging baskets, pots on pedestals, or a shady place in rock garden. 
They are very showy, covered with masses of blooms. Colors: White, pink, 
rose, salmon, yellow, scarlet, apricot and orange.
